“The news from the seat of war continues 
entirely satisfactory. Lord Roberts is march- 


’ §ng on the capital of the Orange Free State, 


and we may expect to hear within the next 
few days that he occupied it. 

“ Yesterday he had reached Ventor's Vlei, 
fifteen miles southwest of Bloemfontein, and 
again turned the position of the burghers, 
who are reported to hold a range of kopjes 
with eighteen guns and 12,000 men. 

_ “Our correspondent with Lord Roberts 
informs us that the defeat of the Boers on 


Saturday at Driefontein was more severe 


than was at first supposed, and this fact may 
tend to discourage them from attempting a 
defense which must prove futile. On the 
southern frontier only the Orange Rivér 
lies between our troops and the ter- 
ritory of the republic. The railway 
bridge at Bethulie and the wagon 
bridge mear Colesberg are destroyed 
or injured by the enemy, but General Gatacre 
commands the road bridge at the former 
point, and provision will doubtless be made 
for the reéstablishment of communications

“It is natural in these circumstances that 
attention be once more turned to the con- 
sideration of terms upon which the struggie 
cah be ended. All sorts of rumors on the 
subject are set afloat by the foreign press. 

“Our parliamentary correspondent be- 

Jieves that Steyn and Kruger had the hardi- 
hood to suggest that we leave the republics 


their independence and pledge ourselves not | 


to punish any of the colonists they seduced 
into rebellion. 

“The suggestion, if made, has, of course, 
been promptly rejected. 

“We have never wavered in our convic- 
tion as to what the essential conditions for 
peace must be, and the only terms her 
Majesty's government can accept from 
either or both the Boer republics with pro- 
priety, prudence, and, safety to the empire 
or to themselves. 


Only Absolute Surrender. 


“ Our terms are absolute and uncondition-. 


al surrender. They are the only terms which 
will satisfy the nation at home or in our 
great colonies. 

“We are glad to see in these circum- 
stances that it is understood in Amer- 
ica as well as on the continent that 
any proffer. of mediation would be distinctly 
repugnant to this country. It would be 
more, it would be wholly inadmissible. 

“This is a controversy we mean to settle 
ourselves, and in our own way, and the peo- 
ple on the continent who hounded the Boers 
on to war so long as’we wére unfortunate 
are now awakening to a clear perception of 
this truth, though Kruger and Steyn are 
still a long way from realizing our deter- 
mination.’’ 

Roberts Resumes His March. 

The Times today publishes the following 
from its special] correspondents: 

AASVOGELKOP (Monday)—Lord Roberts’ 
victorious march is resumed and the column 
advanced twelve miles today without oppo- 
Sition. 

Eyidently the defeat inflicted upon the 
ehemy in yesterday’s engagement at Driet- 
fontein is more severe than was at first sup- 
Posed.

LONDON, arch 13, 3 a. m. *Lord Roberts, 
. according to the latest reports, is'only fif- 
teen miles away from Bloemfontein with 
French's cavalry in the van.

‘did take up a position twelve or fifteen miles 
out from Bloemfontein with eighteen guns 
and 12,000 men, but that ——- outflanked 
at. 


May Yet Have a Fight. 

Yesterday the opinion was general that 
Roberts would have a walk@ver into Bloem- 
fontein, but today there is considerable 
doubt whether the Boers will permit the 
Free State capital to be taken without a 
fight. It is suggested that, though the Boer 
spirit has certainly suffered from recent de- 
feats, it has not lost heavily in prisoners or 
guhs since Paardeberg, and hence is far from 
being broken or demoralized, . 


| Gatacre Opening a Way. 

The British advance in northern Cape Col- 
ony is. developing, and General Gatacre was 
yesterday only a mile off from Bethulte.

ys Boers Killed Wounded. 

The Cape Times claims to have secured 
evidence to prove that British wounded at 
Kimberley were killed by Boers, Colonel 
Scott Turner among others. 

According to the Cape Times, when, on the 
morning after the fight, an ambulance went 
out under a flag of truce to bring in’ the 
wounded it found no wounded, but only 
twenty-one bodies which had been laid out 
by the Boers, only a few of whom had not 
been riddled through. In two instances 
there was positive evidence of recently in- 
flicted wounds. The British doctors were 
not permitted to approach, but Captain Rob- 
ertson of the Kimberley Light Horse, who 
speaks Dutch, asked Commandant De Beers 
why the bodies had so many wounds. 


Explanation of Conimandant. 

De Beers replied that the men were such 
plucky fellows it was impossible to see in the 
failing light whether a man dropped to take 
cover or because he was wounded, so he 
gave orders that his men were to keep up a 
continuous fire on all alike in order to pre- 
vent the position being rushed. 


_ Break Up Pro-Boer Meetings. 

Pro-Boer meetings continue to meet with 
violent disapproval in England. At Scar- 
borough, while the reception of welcome for 
Mrs. Cronwright Schreiner was being given 
at Rowntree’s café, an immense crowd gath- 
ered outside and sang patriotic songs and 
cheered the Queen and the army. The ex- 
citement increased until many windows of 
the café were broken with stones, and for a 
time the police were powerless to maintain 
order until a number of arrests were made. 

‘Mrs. Schreiner was to have delivered a 
speech last 2 Ee but the meeting was aban- 
doned.

Roberts Outwits Boers. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. ] 

LONDON, March 18.—The Daily News has 
the following dispatch, dated Monday even- 
ing, March 12, from Venter’s Vlei: 

** We left Aasvodel Kop this morning, pre- 
ceded by cavalry, and marched here, a dis- 
tance of about fifteen miles. The army has 
been following Kaal Spruit, and we are now 
rather to the south of Bloemfontein and only 
about twelve miles off. 

“All the divisions have now joined the 
main advance. Lord Roberts’ headquarters 
are at Gregorowski’s farm. You will re- 
member that the reform prisoners were 
tried before Judge Gregorowsk!. 

“By advancing along Kaal Spruit Lord 
Roberts has again’outwitted the Boers, who 
had intrenched themselves along the Mod- 
der, thinking that our route would bein that 
direction, We found most of the farms 
along our line of march deserted, with white 
flags flying over the houses. All the belong- 
ings worth removal had been taken away 
and there were evident signs that the oc- 


cupants left in a great hurry, things being 


littered about. 

“The Commander-in-Chief has given 
strict orders that nothing is to be touched. 
It is not expected that we shall meet with 
great opposition in entering Bloemfontein.” 


Quotes Letter from Whitelaw Reid. 

Such confidence is now felt in the military 
operations that interest rather centers in 
the political aspects of the war. The Daily 
News quotes Whitelaw Reid as saying ina 
private letter: 

**I give you hearty doisiineltintettnes on the 
changed aspect of the war. Itisan immense 
relief to us all, as well as to you.”’ 

“This view,” says the Daily News, “ is 
welcome, a8 expressing with an unusual 
measure of authority enlightened public 
feeling in the United States.’’ 

Except in the case of Germany the replies 
of the powers to the Boer appeals for inter- 
vention are not yet publicly known here, but 
it is quite certain that Austro-Hungary and 
Italy will decline to Interfere, and there is 
no apprehension that anything will come of 
the overtures of the two republics. 


Boer Officials at Lourenzo Marquez. 

A dispatch from Lourenzo Marquez an- 
nounces the arrival there of Mr. Fischer, 
the Orange Free State Secretary, and Mr. 
Woolmarans, a member of the Transvaal 
Executive Council. It is not known whether 
they are bound on a mission to foreign 
powers or to Sir Alfred Milner. Mr. Wool- 
marans is in President Kruger’s confidence. 

Cecil Rhodes has issued a statement that 
his forthcoming visit to England has solely 
to do with private business and is in no way 
connected with the south African settle- 
ment. 

Military Expert’s Opinion.

BOY SHOOTS HIS BROTHER. 


Leo Kotek, 15 Years Old, Accidentally 
Wounds Charles, 12 Years Old—In- 
jured Lad May Die. 


Charles Kotek, 12 years old, was shot and 


perhaps fatally wounded last evening while 


near his residencé, 420 Thomas street, by his 
brother, Leo, 15 years old. Police believe 
the shooting was accidental, but Leo is un- 


‘der arrest, and will be held pending the out- 


come of his brother's injury. Charles was 
taken to St. Elizabeth's Hospital. The 


._physicians say there is no hope for his re- 


covery. 
Leo Kotek is employed by the L. Wolff 
Manufacturing company at Hoyne and Car- 
roll avenues. Yesterday he purchased a 
revolver from an elevator boy. In the even- 
ing he met his younger brother near his 
house and showed the revolver to him. They 


‘then started for the house, and on the way 


the revolver exploded, the bullet striking 
Charles in his forehead. Leo ran into the 


‘house and hid the revolver under a bed. 


The wounded boy was taken to St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital. 

Leo was arrested, but at first he devids any 
knowledge of the shooting. Police found 


the revolver. They say the mother of the 
boys attempted to shield her older son, and 


that she hid the weapon. Lege finally con- 
fessed, and the police believe his story.

OFFER 10 IMPROVE RIVER, 


DRAINAGE BOARD MEMBERS PRO- 
POSE TO TAKE ENTIRE CHARGE. 


Engineering Committee Adopts Reso- 
lution to Widen Stream and Re- 
move Center Pier Bridges, Suggest- 
ing That City Give Trustees Police 
Authority Over Navigation—Confer- 
ences with Mayor Ordered to Carry 

Out the Project. 


The Engineering committee of the Drain- 
age board, composed of all the sanitary 
trustees, yesterday adopted by unanimous 
vote resolutions declaring for the assump- 
tion of control of the main channel and the 
South Branch of the Chicago River, the re- 
moval of all centerpier bridges and their 
replacement by draws of bascule type, and 
the policing of the stream by dispatch boats 
to direct the movements of vessels in the 
best interests of navigation. Every aid will 
be given to the city authorities in their effort 
to cause the lowering of the tunnels. The 
entire committee will confer with Mayor 
Harrison and Commissioner of Public Works 
McGann to form a joint plan of campaign. 
Immediate removal of the old bridges can 
begin, as the Sanitary commission can issue 
$3,000,000 of bonds to be used for this pur- 


The decision of the committee— 
tically means the board itself—is 
to be the final step toward clearing the river 
of every obstacle to navigation. The city 
officials hail the action with delight, as the 
resolutions are in direct line with their con- 
tention that centerpler bridges on the sec- 
tions of the river mentioned must be re- 
moved by the Sanitary board. Their action, 
it is asserted, insures that the City Council 
will put in the new appropriation bill $2,500,- 
000 for twelve or fourteen new bridges over 
branches eof the river not utilized by the

SK AMERICA TO MEDIATE. 


BOER REPUBLICS INCLUDE UNITED 
STATES IN APPEAL, 


Consul Hay Transmits to the State De- 
partment at Washington the Note 
Addressed to the European Powers 
~—Does Not Contemplate Active Me- 
diation—United States Not Consid- 
ered Friendly Enough to Act as the 
Real Intervener to End the War. 


Washington, D.C., March 12.—[Special.]— 


‘It was admitted tonight at the State depart- 


ment that Presidents Kruger and Steyn had 
asked this country, among others, to mediate 
with Great Britain for terms of peace. 

This overture was submitted by Consul 
Hay at Pretoria, referred to Secretary Hay 
here, and by him transmitted to the embassy 
jn London. 

It is understood to be merely an identical

WORK IN FIELD HOSPITAL 


BRITISH SURGEON TELLS OF GHAST- 
LY SCENES AT SPION KOP. 


Boers Open Fire on Spot Selected to 
Care For Wounded and Where Red 
Cross Flag Is Displayed — Injured 
Soldiers Show Remarkable Cheer- 
fulmess in the Dressing Station— 
Hardships Endured by Troops 
Marching Over Sun-Baked Veldt. 


LONDON, March 3.--[Correspondence. ]~ 
For real ghastliness, for a glimpse into the 
gory realities of war and the horrors of the 
battlefield, the private letter of a young 
medical officer at Spion Kop, printed in the 
Daily Graphic, can scarcely be beaten. 

“ I selected a pass,” he writes, “‘ overhung 
by steep clay banks, on the top of which [ 
set up a Red Cross flag. Cases now began 
to pour down from Spion Kop on stretchers. 
The Boers opened fire on us, and three 
bullets went into the fire, knocking the 
sticks about. 
not the Red Cross flag, but owing to some 
Tommies who were strolling over to it, either 
to take cover there or to see what we were 
doing. I promptly ordered them away. A 
few minutes after the Boers let fire five 
Shells in quick succession in my direction, 
but they fell short and did no harm. This 
sort of thing went on round me for the rest 
of the day, but I always kept well in the 
shelter of the bank. 

“From this time to 10 o’clock next morn- 
ing the wounded came through my dressing 
station, as the pass was the only exit from 
the hill. I saw every case, and some of 
them were mutilated beyond description. 

“Fully 330 wounded and dead who had 
died on the way passed through my.hands. 
The cheerfulness of the wounded struck me 
as remarkable. Men with shattered wounds 
were smoking their pipes, and although 
starving, not a grumble did they utter, 
Many a poor chap shot in the morning in 
the front trenches who could not be reached 
lay in the blazing sun all day. 


Brave Old Colonial 

** One old colonial in Thorneycroft's, with a 
gray beard, walked down leaning on his 
rifle; he was a mass of wounds—one ear cut 
through by a bullet, his chin, neck, and 
chest also shot through by others, and his 
back and legs torn by shell. He came in 
and said he just dropped in to let me take 
his finger off, as it was so shattered he 
could not pull the trigger of‘his rifle, as it got 
in the way of his next finger, which he could 
use, for he wanted to get back up the hili to 
pay the Dutchmen out. Of course I would 
not let him go back. 

**The bullet wounds are beautifully clean, 
just a little round hole, and as a rule de 
not do much damage, as they often go 
through the bone without shattering it, and 
they don’t bleed much. The sheli wounds 
are hideous. 

“It was now frightfully dark, and I put 
one of the lanterns on a stick as a Cirecting 
light to my pass; one of a group of soldiers 
returning to the hill tried to run away with 
it, and I would have lost it only I snatched 
up a rifle from a wounded man and shouted 
I would shoot him if he did not bring it back. 
He dropped it and ran away, and it went out, 
but I got it again. Shortly after this both 
lanterns went out, and I had a pretty bad 
time, as the pass often got blocked with 
wounded. | 

Finally I could send no more wounded 
across the drift, and had to stack them with 
the dead in rows on the grass. I collected 
all the wounded officers on _ stretchers 
around me and gave them brandy and a 
hypodermic of morphia. 


Boer Generals Arrive. 

‘*Commandants Botha and Burgess, who 
were the Boer Generals, came now on the 
scene. The former, who was the chief Gen- 
eral, was a.smallish, thin man, with yellow- 
ish beard and hdir, and had a magnificent 
rifle, beautifully carved with his name anda 
text from the Bible. He had a couple of 
mounted Kaffirs, carrying his ammunition 
and water bottle, and an interpreter. He 
seemed, however, to understand English, 
though he refused to speak it, but now and 
then said ‘certainly.’ There were quite a 
number of German officers. I heard one of 
them had been killed. They let our men 
search the dead for their identification cards, 
letters, and money. 

‘It was sad to see the things we found in 
their pockets—love letters, Christmas cards, 
little pocketbooks with accounts, half fin- 
ished letters. Several of the Boers handed 
in little things they found—a check for 10s, 
a purse with money, etc. Some of the offi- 
cers had trinkets round their necks. One 
poor chap had a locket with a spray of white 
heather, and we had to cut his name off his 
shirt and pin it to the locket as a means of 
identification. Iam sorry to say that a num- 
ber had had their fingers cut off to get their 
rings, but the Boers said that they did not 
see who did it, and were indignant. 


Hardships of the March. 

** Men seized with sunstroke, writhing and 
gasping for water, were lying every fifty 
yards or so.’’ This is not a description of a 
battlefield, but merely the account of the or- 
dinary practice march made by General 
Macdonald’s hardy highland to 
Koodoosberg on Feb. 3, as told by the corre- 
spondent of the Standard. And the brigade 
had marched only ten miles when the men 
thus began to suffer. It is only from vivid 
descriptions, such as come by mail, that the 
climatic conditions of the veldt can be thor- 
oughly realized. The correspondent goes on 
to say: 

‘Fortunately, the river being close by, 
water was procurable, and the men all got 
into camp at the drift by l o’clock. Only a 
few of the cases turned out to be really seri- 
ous. Two men were lost altogether, one of 


whom was found two days later by a patrol | 


of Lancers. He was in a raving condition 


and died shortly after being brought into 


camp.”’ 
H. F. Provost Battersby, writing from Or- 


ange River to the Morning Post, gives a 
still clearer idea of what life is to soldiers 
on the veldt. His dispatch, dated Feb. 5, is 
in part as follows: 

“The sun feels like a heated iron held 
close to the skin; one cannot hold a piece of 


wood which has been lying init. The deep, 
hot, red sand makes intolerable the soles of ~_ 
one’s boots, and the dust rises at each foot- 


step and clings to everything that moves.” 
PREDICTS TROUBLE IN INDIA. 


A. Henry Savage Landor Says Russia 
Is Planning War and Natives 
Will Mutiny. 


“Unless Great Britain soon ends the Boer 


war there will be trouble for her on the In- - 


dian frontier,” said A. Henry Savage Lan- 
dor yesterday. “ Already the Russians have 
mobilized their troops for aggression, and 
the Indian tribes are preparing mutiny 
against the Indian government. I should not 
be surprised if another Indian war against 
England would be started within six 


onths.”’ 

Mr. Landor is the explorer who has just 
completed a tour of Thibet. Mr. Landof said 
Great Britain's inability to subjugate the 
Boers promptly had encouraged the Rus- 
sians to prepare for hostilities. 

“It was reported that the Ameer of Afghan- 
istan bad declared that he was with Eng- 
land,” continued Mr. Landor. “ I know this 
to be untrue. The interests of the Ameer are 
identical with those of Russia. In my trav- 
els over northern India I became aware of 
the tendency of the natives to mutiny 
egainst En arid I so informed the gov- 
ernment.

Ten “Little Gamblers” Indict- 
ed anid More Are 
Slated, 


FARO MEN GIVE EVIDENCE. 


New York, March 12.—[Special.J—The 
fight on gambling and other vices openly 
practiced in this city bore its first small 
fruits today when the grand jury found 
indictments against ten of the “ little gam- 
blers.”’ 

Wholesale raids upon dives, concert sa- 
loons, and dance halls were expected to- 
night. Instead there were a few quiet ar- 
rests. The town except for the gambling 
places was as wide open as usual until 9p. m. 
‘Then the tip went forth. 

In some instances policemen warned the 
persons in charge that they must silence 
their music and eject the women. This was 
obeyed with great promptness. 

The Haymarket, at Sixth avenue and 
Thirtieth street, was closed. 

Arrests were made in the Tivolo in West 
Thirty-fifth street, but the place continued 

“S to run in full blast. 


Closed by the Police. 


The greatest activity was in and about 

McGuirk’s ‘“ Suicide Hall” at 295 Bowery. 
The place was crowded with men and women 
. in the early part of the evening. Just three 

minutes before 9 o’clock a man wearing 

a top hat and a long overcoat dashed across 

the Bowery to a policeman, who was stand- 
ing at the corner of Houston street. ~ 

They talked about three minutes. Then 

. the policeman ran to McGuirk’s place and 
summoned Bat O'Connor, the manager. 

They talked earnestly together for about 
two minutes. The policeman walked away 
and O’Connor hurried inside. Immediately 
the men and women in the place began to 
pour into the street. Not one Woman was 
allowed to remain inside. 

Half a dozen men were stationed at the 
door, and every woman who started to go 
in was turned back. 

A man who was recognized as Detective 

Larkin of the Fifth Street Station entered 
the dive at 10:30 and arrested George Fur- 
man, who posed as the manager. But 
O’Connor, the real manager, said the arrest 
was made by a central office detective. 
_ McGuirk has left town. He went away 
on Saturday, saying that he was called to 
the bedside uf his dying brother in Florida. 

No one ever heard of his brother before. 

After 9 o'clock all of the dives along the 
Bowery were silent, so far as music was 
‘concerned, and not a woman was to be seen. 
The barkers on the door turned all of them 
back.

Started by Newspapers. 

The crusade was started by a volume of 
newspaper protest and the indictments are 
the result: of the efforts of several reform 
societies, assisted by the Tammany District 
Attorney's office, which is just now seized 
with a spasmodic attack of virtue. Though 
the town began to be wide open soon after 
Tammany came into power, and has been 
getting worse ever since, the opposition to 
flagrant and growing vice and crime has 
been only intermittent. The newspapers 
dozed and the reform societies seemed to 
think ‘*‘ What’s the use?” 

Hardly a week has passed since Tammany 
got held of the city government that some 
new vicious resort, with its gaudy electric 
i not come into being in the Tender- 
ae! loin“district or on the Bowery and Third 
hi avenue. For example, last fall there was 
| only one drinking resort where music was 
{Rie furnfshed and men and women congregated 
i on Thirty-fifth street between Broadway 
and Seventh Avenue. Now there are three, 
the demand evidently being so great they 
can do business side by side. One of the 
most vicious of these, the Tivoli, in whic’ 
the chances of being robbed are about ten 
to one for, was probably the occasion of 
the present crusade. 


Saloons Defy the Police. 


About two weeks ago two young men who 
were robbed in the Tivoli and were so im- 
pertinent as to protest against it were 
thrown violently out of the place. Whena 
policeman, after a long delay, came, and 
they stated the case to him, he tried to gv 
in and find the men who had committed the 
assault. He was met at the door by the 
proprietor of the place, Charlies E. Ackron, 
a@ man with a criminal record, and told he 
could not come in. He told the policeman 
he was paying for protection, and if he at- 
tempted to come in he would throw him outf. 
When asked later if this was not pretty boki 
talk Ackron said: 

‘Sure, I snapped my fingers in the ‘ cop- 

»per’s’ face and sent my regards to Chief 
Devery. What dolI care for him? I’m run- 
~ ning inside the law, ain’t I? Besides, I pay 
enough @or protection. The men who are 
behind me are big enough to put Devery and 
York out of office at the sametime. I care 
for none of them. Men come here to spend 
their money. If they are robbed they will 
be ready to go home to their families ail 
the earlier, won't they? So much the better, 
then. Men should stay at home, where they 
belong, or not kick if they are robbed.”’ 


Newspapers Are Aroused. 

Even after this defiance of law and decency 
by a criminal character, running a notorious 
resort, it was fully four days before the 
newspapers of this enlightened city became 
aware that anything calling for protest had 
happened. Then they woke up, the District 
Attorney was prodded out of his coma, and 
the reform societies, as they say on the Bow- 
ery, ‘‘ got busy.’’ 

The proprietor of the Tivoli was arrested, a 
number of small gambling-houses were raid- 
ed by Anthony Comstock and -his men, and 
the tip went out from police headquarters 
for the poolrooms and gambling-houses to 

. shut up tight and let the storm pass over. 

Then came today’s indictments. 
es An interesting as well as amusing thing 
\concerning the crusade on the gambling- 
~~ houses is that the reform was started from 
«» within these places. In other words, gam- 
blers themselves rebelled against the meth- 
ods of the proprietors, and have thus fur- 
nished those who are fighting from without 
the closed portals much of the munitions of 

War. 
Revolt of the Faro Dealers. 


A short time ago the proprietors of the big 
gambling places decided they were not get- 
ting enough out of it while games were con- 
ducted on the square. So they ordered their 
faro dealers to increase the profits by deal- 
ing fifty-three and fifty-four card packs. But 
many of the faro dealer§S were old hands 
whose reputation for squareness was untar- 
nished, and they all concluded that they 
could not afford to compromise themselves 
by dealing a crooked game. 

‘They sent their ultimatum to the proprie- 
tors, declaring they would not be parties 
to skin games. But the proprietors, whose 
motto was “increased profits, let reputa- 
tions take care of themselves,” would not 
change their order, and so honest faro deal- 

‘ers were out of ajob. The gambling-house 
proprietors then imported or got here men 
who would deal crooked, and the game went 
on. But the dealers who are out of jobs, to 
get yevenge, have been furnishing ihforma- 
tion concerning their former employers. 

' The art of dealing faro with one or two 
extra cards gives a skillful dealer absolute 
contre! of that favorite stage of the game 

with all players—calling the turn. This par- 
ticular form of card robbery is known to 
the fraternity as.“ fifty-three.” 

It was “ fifty-three’ that the New York 
gambling-house proprietors determined to 
adopt. 

It was probably from these disgruntled 
dealers the information was Obtained that 
‘$3,000,000 was obtained from the gambDling- 
houses annually by Tammany and that the

Though they appeared before the body to 
be heard, the foreman notified them that 
the grand jury was not yet ready to receive 
their testimony. The grand jury, after a 
conference with the District Attorney to- 
day, voted unanimously to devote all its 
time to consideration of the charge that the 
police are protecting all dens of vice that 
pay tribute to Tammany Hall. 

The inference is drawn from the refusal of 
the jury to hear Devery by many that Chief

Rightly or wrongly, we look upon you 
as a kind of arch-criminal and infidel to 
the objects of the society, and in that belief 
we must fight against you, although vou are 
the last man we should be compelled to 
fight.’ | 

‘* Now we consider that the same situation 
exists today.

Elegant Vice the Worst. 


. Dr. Parkhurst was asked in what part of 
the city vice had greater influence, whether 
in the lower East Side or up-town among the 
rich. 

‘**The more elegant vice {s the more de- 
structive it is,” replied Dr. Parkhurst. “ Of 
course, all souls are alike. : 

‘“Up-town women get hold of men the 
fashionable walks of life—married men and 
men of family; men of churches, sometimes. 
Vice in these circles works Insidiously. In 
the lower East Side it is open. Everybody 
recognizes it. Here its influence shows Itself 
in the lowering of the tone‘oef society. It 
makes society willing to endure more and 
more that is evil. ae: 

“The influence of elegant men who are 
known to have mistresses, bankers—I don’t 
mention any names—is strong. Young men 
in banking circles see these things. They 
say that this banker is known to keep a 
mistress, and still he is well thought of. 
It can't be so bad.” | 

In answer to questions if he thought seg- 
regation would ever be attempted here, Dr. 
Parkhurst said: | 

‘* Segregation will never be consented to in 
this city. It will never be done for two rea- 
sons, sO long as Tammany Hall exists. 
First, the churches will never consent to it; 
and, second, Tammany Hall will never give 
up business so long as it fs alive.’’ 

Assistant District Attorney O’Rellly was 
busy this afternoon preparing 100 notices to 
be sent to landlords who rent their property 
to disorderly persons, notifying them to get 
rid of their tenants.

Of course, as one gambler said today, there 
are a few houses running yet, but these are 
places where the police cannot enter unless 
they break in with axes, or poker houses that 
are run quietly and cannot be touched.

Send Statement to Congress Showing 
How a Tariff Imposed by the United 
States Would Paralyse Trade and 


Agricultare of the Island—Advocate | 


‘Internal Taxation for Support of 
Leeal Government and Bonds for 
Improvements—People in Distress. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, March 12,—The 
planters, merchants, and manufacturers of 
Porto Rico mailed to Congress yesterday by 
the steamer Philadelphia the following state- 
ment: 

“We, the undersigned, beg to submit to 
your earnest consideration the following 
views as to the financial policy of Porto Rico. 
We note with regret the principle enunciated 
by certain speakers in the Lower House of 
Congress that a tariff between Porto Rico 
and the United States is the proper method 
of raising revenue for this island. To this 
we are unchangeably opposed for the follow- 
ing reasons: P 

“ First—Because taxation on our exports 
means an embargo on our foreign com- 
merce. 

‘ Second—Because curtailment of our com- 
merce with the United States would lock up 
our products here and prevent us from gain- 
ing our legitimate -proportion of profit on 
our productions. 

“We can never become independent finan- 
cially if forced to trade solely among our- 
selves. We must have a market other than 
Porto Rico or else we cannot gain wealth. 

“Do not mistake the proposed 15 per cent 
of the Dingley rates for a reasonable rate. 
It is a fact that no class of goods produced 
here from leaf tobacco will be taxed less 
than 25 per cent ad valorem, while one of 
the most important of this class will be taxed 
160 per cent ad valorem under the bill 
adopted by the House of Representatives. 


Want Internal Taxation. 

“If this is not an embargo on our trade, 
whdt can it be called? 

‘* We earnestly ask for free trade, believing 
that witha mutual interchange of products 
between the two countries the United States 
will be more than gainer. The United States 
will for many years supply our 1,000,000 
people with its manufactured products. 
In general we recognize the fact that a rev- 
enue to support the insular government 
would be necessary, but we are decidedly of 
opinion that a better method for raising 
that revenue will be by internal taxation, 
and for the following reasons: | 
First—Because by that system no re- 
striction will be placed on our commerce 
with the United States. 

‘* Second—Because the adoption of that 
system will be ample in operation here as it 
is in the United States. 

‘In considering the amount of revenue 
needed for this island we beg to submit the 
following calculations, which, after due con- 
sideration, we believe can be realized: Rum, 
1,300,000 gallons, which, at $1.10 per gallon, 
works out at $1,400,000; cigarets, 250,000,000, 
which, at $1.50 per thousand, works out at 
$375,000; cigars, 120,000,000, which, at $3.60 
per thousand, works out at $432,000; total, 
$2,238,000. 

“We estimate the entire special license 
tax, nominally $15,000. This will give usa 
total revenue of $2,252,000. One-third of 
that equals about $750,666. A fair estimate 
of the annua! cost of administration is $600,- 
000; add for interest and sinking fund on 
bonds to be issued $150,000; total réquired, 
$750,000. 

Ask to Issue Bonds. 

“Even with free trade with the United 
States there would be an additional revenue 
of at least $200,000 annually from custom 
duties on gcods coming here from foreign 
countries. 
Rico to issue $2,000,000 of forty-year 5 per 
cent bonds the above will provide for them— 
viz.: For interest $100,000 and for sinking 
fund $50,000. Total $150,000, 

** Therefore, we infer that it will be un- 
necessary to adopt for this island the full 
revenue rates of the United States. One- 
third of those rates will give ample receipts 
to cover all the above. Porto Rico has no 
bonded or other debts. Therefore, $2,000,000 
of bonds to be issued for internal improve- 
ments would be conservative. 

“We call your attention to the tacthnat it 
has been the custom for all centuries to 
make internal improvements by the system 
of bonded indebtedness, which divides the 
expenses among succeeding generations. 
We do not desire to have the burden of inter-) 
nal improvements placed on us solely. If it 
must be so, then we ask that it be done by 
a system of internal taxation that will not 
prevent the increase of our commerce with 
the States of the American union and that 
will not starve us. 


Island in Sore Distress. 


“The fact cannot be disputed that our 
people are in sore distress. All commerce is 
now hampered. The investment of capital 
is stopped. The farmers have not the means 
to plant or gather their crops. Buildings 
and improvements are impeded. Capital re- 
fuses to come here for investment in either 
manufacturing or agricultural pursuits, for 
the reason that the sovereignty of the United 
States over this island has deprived us of 
free trade with Spain and with Cuba, which 
formerly took our exports at fair prices and 
enabled us to Hve. 

“ We now ask as a right in equity that free 
trade with the United States be given us. 
We ask bread as a right from our mother. 


Do not, we pray, give us a stone. We ask ' 


for an immediate decision.’’ 


OPPOSE PORTO RICAN TARIFF. 


Methodist Ministers Declare in Favor 
of Free Trade—Congregationalist 
Attacks the Administration. 


Free trade for Porto Rico and “ no taxa- 
tion without representation "’ were the cries 
raised at the Methodist ministers’ meeting 
yesterday. The clergymen took a decided 
stand against the Porto Rican tariff bill now 
in Congress, adopting resolutions on the 
subject. Strong speeches were made in 
favor of absolute free trade for the Porto. 
Ricans. 

The Rev. W. A. Burch of the South Park 
Avenue Church introduced the following 
resolutions:

Whereas, We believe, with the President in his

Halt in Merit Controversy. 

Under threats of prosecution by the Civil 
Service Reform association the city Civil 
Service commission has come to a halt in 
its action on the recent police examinations.

10 DROP EXPORT DUTY.

WASHINGTON BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE,

Agreement Over 


‘the Island of Porto Rico from the United 


States is abandoned entirely. The House 
provision of 15 per cent of the Dingley rate 
on the products of Porto Rico coming into 
the United States is retained, with the un- 
derstanding that a vote is to be allowed on 
a proposition to reduce the rate still further. 
This compromise, it is believed, will be satis- 
factory to most parties, although the strict- 
ly administration Senators have changed 
front so often in the last week it is difficult 


to anticipate just where they will arrive by 


the time the vote is taken. 


So far as regards the tariff situation, the 
compromise proposes to drop the duty on 
goods entering Porto 
Rico from the United To Drop Duty 
States. This was not 
from choice, but be- on Goods for 
cause the friends of ~‘Porto Rico. 
the tariff idea have 
become convinced that tax is unconstitution- 
al. The argument made by Senator Hoar 
and others that the collection of a duty in 
Porto Rico on American products is un- 
questionably a tax on exports, and hence 
clearly unconstitutional, was freely accepted 
by Senators who hold that Porto Rico was 
not under the constitution. 

Their theory is that as the constitution 
prevents the levying of an, export tax on 
goods sent from any State the duty collected 
in Porto Rico is an export tax as much as if 
it were assessed when the ship left the 
shores of the United States. 

The effect is the same whether the collec- 
tion is made at the seaboard, on the high 
seas, or arrival at Porto Rico. 

The vast importance of this contention will 
be seen later in the Philippines. If a duty 
coilected in Manila by authority of Congress 
is an import tax then it wil! be impossible to 
maintain the open door there in any way 
except by absolute free trade with all the 
world in the Philippines. Thereupon, if the 
extreme Republican view is sustained by the 
‘court, Congress could impose a tariff in the 
United States against the Philippines, but 
could not sustain -a tariff in the islands 
against this country. 

As this country by our constitution would 
have to be given free trade in Manila, free 
_trade with the rest of the world would have 
to follow if the open door policy is followed 
This would result in a protection country 
maintaining a free trade colony. 

It is a curious complication, but it is the 
point of view toward which the Senate is 
drifting, and according to current gossip 
the open door is gradually drifting into com- 
pany with the open canal.

HOUSE GIVES WISE THE SEAT. 


| | 
Second Virginia District Contest De- 
cided in Favor of Republican 
| by Close Vote. 


| 

Washington, D. C., March 12.—For the sec- 
ond time within a week a Democrat was un- 
seated today by the House and a Republican 
seated in his place. R. A. Wise was given 
the seat hitherto occupied by W. A. Young 
from the Second Virginia District. Previous 
to taking the vote John 8. Wise of New York, 
who was formerly a member of the House 
from Virginia and who Is a brother of R. A. 
Wiee and his attorney in the case, was ex- 
cluded from. the hall by Speaker Henderson 
on the protest of the Democrats that he was 
abusing the privileges of the floor, to which 
he was entitled by the rules, by interfering 
with the debate upon the case. he votes 
were exceedingly close. While none of the 
Republicans voted with the Democrats 
enough were absent and unpaired to reduce 
the Republican majority upon the final vote 
from 16, the normal majority, to 7. 

In the debate Mr. Driggs [Dem,, N. Y.], 
who presented the claims of the Democratic 
contestant, expressed his opinion that con- 
tested election cases should be adjudicated 
by the courts and not by partisan majorities 
in the House. . | 

During the progress of the mg of Mr. 
Weeks [Mich.], who closed the debate for 
the contestant, some excitement was caused 
by Mr. Clayton [Dem., Ala.], who arose ab- 
ruptly and protested that the contestants 
brother, John S. Wise, was abusing the 
privileges of the floor, to which he was en- 
titled as an ex-member, by interfering with 
the debate. 

Attorney Wise Retires. 

Mr. Richardson, the minority leader, 
backed up Mr. Clayton's point of order. He 
declared that Mr. Wise was the attorney of 
record in his brother's case, that he was 
abusing the privilege accorded him by 
prompting members in the debate, 

The Speaker called attention to the rule 

that gave ex-members the privilege of the 
floor when not interested in any claim or 
bill before Congress. ‘‘ The protection of the 
dignity of the House and every element of 
fair play require that the chair should act,”’ 
said the Speaker, ‘“‘ and the chair holds that 
the gentleman shall not occupy a place on 
this floor. The doorkeeper is directed to 
exclude Mr. Wise until the case is disposed 
of,”’ [Democratic applause. } 
The doorkeeper hurried to the cloakroom 
to execute the Speaker's order, but Mr. Wise 
had already passed out through a side en- 
trance to the corridor beyond. 

On the final vote Mr. Wise was declared 
entitled to the seat by 122 to 125. He was 
then sworn in as a member. 


Deficiency Bill Is Passed. 


Mr. Cannon then called up the urgent de- 
ficiency appropriation bill. It carried $1,439,- 
580. The principal items were $500,000 for 
the naval estamlishment and $487,000 for the 
public printing office. In connection with the 
latter item Mr. Richardson called attention 
to the bill he had introduced to regulate the 
product of the paper trust. The advance in 
the price of paper was one of the causes of 
the deficiency appropriation asked for. 

Mr. Steele [Ind.] inquired how a tariff 
of $3 per ton could be utilized to raise the 
price from $20 to $36 a ton. He saidhe was 
willing to join in enacting a law for properly 
controlling trusts. | 

Mr. Cannon turned the discussion into a 
humorous vein by suggesting that the trust

RAWLINS ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


Senator from Utah Opposes Bill Con- 
_ ferring Authority on President as 
Unjust and Unconstitutional. 


“Washington, D. C., March 12.—During 
almost the entire session of the Senate to- 
day Mr. Rawlins [Utah] occupied the floor 
in a discussion of the Philippine question. 
He went deeply into the constitutional 
phases of the question. His argument was 
largely legal and technical. He is opposed to 
the holding of the Philippines. He had read 
the bill of Mr. Spooner conferring authority 
upon the President to govern the Philippines 
until Congress otherwise provided. 

“Those people—the Filipinos—never ac- 
‘knowledged their allegiance to this govern- 
ment,”’ said he. ‘‘ Hence they are not in 
insurrection against the United States. A 
war of aggression is being waged against 
them. The purpose, I believe, in the draft- 
ing of the bill proposed by the Senator 
(Spooner) isto secure a recognition by Con- 
gress of a state of war in the Philippines. 
It comes to us in @isguise and for the pur- 
pose I have stated, and to relieve the ad- 
ministration from Its present 
situation.” | 

Mr. Spooner inquired if Mr. Rawlins had 
not himself expressly consented to a state 
of hostilities in the Philippines by voting to 
increase the army, knowing that the soldiers 


| were to be employed in the Philippines. 


‘Phe Senator apprehended,” continued 
Mr. Spooner, “ that those troops were to be 
sent to the Philippines. Did he suppose they 
were to be sent on a picnic or to a fight?" 

Mr. Rawlins replied that the proposition 
he voted was one to supply troops for the 
relief of those already in the field. 

Mr. Rawlins, referring to the open door in 
China, for which much credit had been given 
Secretary Hay, said it was purely an Eng- 
lish triumph, not a triumph for this country. 
He said: ‘The open door achievement of 
the Secretary of State is on a par with his 
achievement known as the Hay-Pauncefote 


treaty.’’

SHOUTS A MAN: IS FREE. 


“MARTY” ENGLISH ALMOST KILLS 
JAMES SHANNON ON PRIMARY DAY. 


Victim Likely to Die, While Assailant 
Goes on $300 Bond and Police Fail 
to Rearrest Him When Informed of 
Wounded Man’s Condition—An Inci- 
dent of the Polls in Sixth Ward, 
Ashland Avenue and Thirty-fifth 
Street. | 


James Shannon, of Mrs. Ellen Shan- 
non, 3607 Marshfield avenue, is the victim of 
a murderous assault which was one of the 
incidents of primary day in the Sixth Ward. 
He is confined to his bed with two bullet 
wounds, one of which threatens his life, 
through the injury it has inflicted upon his 
right lung. The other wound is in the right 
arm. | 

Martin English, or Marty,” as he is 
known in the ward, is the man who shot 
Shannon. He is at liberty under $300 bonds, 
with Alderman McCormick as his surety, 
Justice Wallace having approved the bond. 
The police are looking for English, ina way, 
after having him under arrest at the Thirty- 
fifth Street Station. 

James Shannon, 3600 Marshfield avenue, 
an uncle of the young man who was shot, 
preferred charges yesterday against Police- 
man Riordan of the Deering Street Station, 
because he refused to arrest English on Sun- 
day morning. Chief Kipley will give the 
charges consideration today, and already 
has ordered an investigation, it is under- 
stood, on the strength of the statements 


-made by Mr. Shannon. The investigation 


may go so far as to reveal why “ Marty ’”’ 
English was released on Friday on a $300 


bond for shooting Shannon, after making 


an unsuecessful effort to kill George Conley 
a few hours prior to the shooting. 


At the Point of Death on Saturday. 

The condition of young Shannon last night 
was better than at any time since he was 
shot last Friday night, but his life is still in 
danger. Saturday night, on the advice of 
Dr. Frank Webb, the family sent for Father 
Fitzpatrick of St. Bridget’s Church, and the 
priest administered the rite of extreme unc- 
tion, believing him to be at the point of 
death. He was bleeding internally from the 
wound in his lung, and was scarcely con- 
scious throughout the day and night. 

‘* Marty’ English is a strapping young 
Irishman who has had frequent encounters 
with the police, and who is always one of 
the ‘‘ hustlers’’ around the polls. He has 


two brothers, John and Michael, and the 


former laid the foundation for the shooting 
during Friday afternoon by demanding 
‘drink money "’ from young Shannon while 
in Frank Decker’s saloon at Thirty-fifth 
street and Ashland avenue. Shannon re- 
fused to contribute the money, and the 
English brothers took offense. 


Attack on George’ Conley. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon “ Marty ”’ 
English met George Conley of'Thirty-fifth 
and Charlton streets, near the primary poll- 
ing place in Ashland avenue, north of Thir- 
ty-fifth street, and got into an altercation 
with him, as it is understood, concerning 
Shannon's refusal to furnish his brother 
money for drinks. English drew his revolver 
and attempted to fire it four times, but the 
cartridges proved poor each time. English 
then struck Conley over the head with the 
butt and inflicted a scalp wound. 

Policeman Burke was on duty at the poll- 
ing place and he arrested English. As the 
policeman stood at the patrol box waiting 


| for the wagon Peter Riordan, a brother of 


Policeman Riordan of the Deering Street 
Station, tried to rescue English. Policeman 
Burke defended himself with his club so 
effectively that Riordan was glad to escape 
arrest. 

At the Thirty-fifth Street Station English 
was booked on the charge of disorderly con- 
duct. The revolver with which he had tried 
to shoot Conley was not found in his pockets 
and it is supposed that Riordan managed to 
get the weapon and thus save English from 


being charged with carrying concealed | 


weapons. English remained in the station 
until 8 o’clock, when Alderman McCormick 
became his bondsman and he left. 


Shooting of Shannon. 

Thirty minutes after walking out'of the 
station, English and his brother-in-law, Al 
Tyler, met Shannon at Ashland avenue and 
Thirty-fifth street, Shannon being in the 
company of Patrick Carro]l, 3658 Seeley 
avenue, and George Conley. "ithout a word 
being spoken which would |lead to an en- 
counter, Tyler struck Carroll in the face 
with his fist and the two grappled. At the 
same time English struck Shannon with 
his fist, the blow being returned. A moment 
later English had a revolver pointed at 
Shannon and was firing it at close range. 

Three shots were fired, two of which 
struck Shannon in the right arm, the holes 
in his overcoat sieeve being not more than 
three inches apart. One of the bullets 
glanced when it struck the arm bone, and, 
following the bone, went into the right 
lung. After firing the shots, English and 
Tyler fled, and Shannon's companions car- 
ried him into a drug store at Thirty-fifth 
and Paulina streets. 

A patrol wagon was summoned, and for 
some reason Shannon was taken to the 
police station. Shannon's uncle says that 
a hasty examination satisfied the police that 
the young man was not hurt seriously, and 
a few minutes later English Was brought 
into the station and once more Alderman 
McCormick furnished bajl for him. Shan- 
non was then taken to his residence, where 
he grew worse rapidly. Late on Saturday 
night both Drs. Webb and Morgan tele- 
phoned to the police that English should 
be rearrested, as Shannon was likely to 


die. 


Ineffectual Search for English. 

Since then the police have been making an 
ineffectual search for English. Sunday 
afternoon he was seen on a street car near 
Ashland avenue and Thirty-fifth street by 
a cousin of Shannon, and James Shannon, 
the uncle, went to the Deering Street Sta- 
tion to tell the police where English could 
be found. Aleeting Policeman Riordan later 
Shannon told him about English, and asked 
Riordan refused, 
and English has not been seen since. 

John English, who was arrested the same 
day for disorderly conduct, was also being 
looked for by the police yesterday, because 
he failed to appear for trial. 


Waits Three Years for Death. 


The attention of the police was called yesterday 
morning to the death of Nicholas Yozsa at the 
County Hospital on March 7 in a letter signed by 
Miss Mary Yozsa, 117 Court street, Cincinnati, 
sister of the dead man, inquiring if her brother 
had died in Chicago. Police also received from 
W. A. Bleck, 231 West Congress street, Chicago, 
a letter signed Nicholas Yozea, dated June 8,

EXPECT LARGE REGISTRATION. 


Estimated That from 100,000 to 125,- 
000 Names Will Be Added to 
Lists of Voters. 


The largest registration ever secured in 
Chicago in an intermediate year is expected 
today. It is estimated that between 100,000 
and 125,000 names will be added to the lists 
of voters. Polls will be open from 8 a. m. 
until 9 o’clock tonight. Those voters who 
have wot registered heretofore or who have 
changed their place of residence since the 
last registration a year ago must place their 
hames on the lists or they cannot vote at the 
primaries called to elect delegates to the 
State, county, Congressional, and Senatorial 
conventions or at the election on April 3. 

The prediction of heavy registration is 
based on the fact that there has been no 
registration since March, 1899. At the regis- 
tration of March, 1898, when similar condi- 
tions prevailed; 74,151 names were added to 
the lists, making a total of registered voters 
in the city of 340,580. A wholly new regis- 
tration will be made next fall. 

The names listed will be revised on Satur- 
day night, the Registry boards sitting from 6 
Pm. tol0p.m. The provision that registry 
lists must be taken from the Election Com- 
Missioners’ offices in sealed envelopes, not 
opened until the polls are opened and re- 
turned sealed at the closing of the places of 
registration, is expected to prevent copying 
of the lists for the purpose of sending 

floaters to the polls.

MAYOR ROSE IS RENOMINATED. 


Milwaukee Democrats in Convention 
Name Their City and Judicial 
Candidates. 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 12.—[Special.]— 
The Democratic city convention met this aft- 
ernoon and renominated Mayor David 8. 
Rose, Controller John R. Wolf, and City 
Treasurer William Bollow. There was no op- 
position to any of the candidates except to 
Mr. Bollow. The Rose people tried to throw 
him overboard and nominate Peter Pawin- 
ski as a play for the Polish vote. If this 
was accomplished, then Mr. Wolf was also 
to be thrown overboard. 

The vote was 89 to 87 in favor of Mr. 
Bollow, but the Rose workers in the con- 
vention tried to make it appear that it was 
a tle vote and to have another ballot taken. 
Frank Nizerowski, who is slated for a place 
on the Board of Public Works by the Mayor, 
announced the vote of his ward as 8 to 3 when 
the roll vote was 7 to 4in favor of Pawinski. 
The announcement, however, was challenged 
and the vote polled with the result that the 
Mayor's plan went glimmering. 

The other nominations were made by ac- 
clamation. John F. Donovan presided over 
the convention, and he and James Stover, 
who placed Rose's name before the con- 
vention, devoted themselves to laudation of 
the Mayor and the record which he made in 
street railway legislation. The platform 
also devotes itself to a justification of the 
course of the Mayor on the street railway 
ordinance. 

After reviewing the events of the last 
two years, it makes the following promises: 

1. We declare in favor of ‘‘ home rule” by 
municipalities and promises to employ all legiti- 
mate means to secure a change of existing laws 
under which cities are governed by legislation 
in the enactment of which they have no adequate 
voice. 

2. We declare that this city should own and 
operate its own electric lighting plant, and we 
promise to establish’ and install as rapidly as 
the finances of the city will permit, an electric 
lighting plant to light the streets, alleys, and 
public places and buildings of this city. 

8. The manufacturing and commercial inter- 
ests of the city imperatively require better trans- 
portation accommodations by lake and rail. The 
lake traffic is rapidly outgrowing our harbor and 
dockage facilities and we promise to give all 
proper encouragement to securing additional rail- 
road lines, deeper water ways, and the extension 
of our dockage capacity. 

4. Reaffirming the time honored policy, we de- 
clare that grants of franchises should not be 
made’ in any event without adequate returns 
to the city. 

5. We promise that in the event of the elec- 
tion of the candidates nominated by our party, 
to be voted for at the ensuing election, the 
pledges herein contained shall be faithfully kept 
and the affairs and business of the city shall 
be conducted with the greatest economy consistent 
with good government and‘ the judicious advance- 
ment of public improvement. 

Mayor Rose triumphed in the judicial con- 
vention by securing the nomination of Peter 
J. Somers for County Judge over Joseph G. 
Donnelly. The Rose machine at first pledged 
its support to Donnelly—in fact, brought 
him out as a candidate—and at the eleventh 
hour, with the aid of the vote of the Polish 
wards, it defeated him. 


HINRICHSEN IS AGAIN ON TOP. 


New Apportionment in the Sixteenth 
District Favors the Ex- 
Congressman. 


Jacksonville, Ill, March 12.—[Special.]— 
W. H. Hinrichsen may be renominated for 
Congress in his old district. He was beaten 
two years ago in convention by a single vote. 
In fact, there never was a time when he 
could not have controlled had he but one 
more vote.. Two years ago a combination 
was made with Pike as the corner-stone, 
and, after along siege, Williams of Pike was 
nominated.

TAYLOR FEARS ARREST. 


KENTUCKY GOVERNOR FEELS CER- 
TAIN HE WILL BE ACCUSED. 


Office, but to Escape Charge of Com- 
plicity in Murder of Goebel—Little 
Prospect That He Will Attempt to 
Leave Frankfort for London—Senti- 
ment Among Democrats That He 
Should Not Be Allowed to Depart. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 12.—[(Special.]— 
Governor Taylor’s chief concern seems to 
be not for the possession of the Govern- 
orship but for his own personal safety. 
He feels certain that his arrest is contem- 
plated, if not for conspiracy in the assassina- 
tion of Goebel, then for aiding and abetting 
the escape of Caleb Powers and Captain 
John Davis. He believes that if warrants 
have not been issued they will be issued, 
and he proposes to defy arrest as far as 
possible, 

It is believed here that there was at first 
no intention of accusing Governor Taylor 
of being in the conspiracy, but there Is little 
doubt that he has.made himself amenable 
to arrest in aiding in the escape of men 
for whom warrants have been issued, es- 
pecially after the courts have decided 
against him and have declared him not to 
be Governor. 

The apprehension of the Democrats is 
that in the desperation of his situation Gov- 
ernor Taylor may do something rash. It is 
this feeling that has caused the tense feel- 
ing all day. Neither side is willing to take 
the initiative in any move, yet each ex- 
pects the other to do something at any 
time, and this has caused a feeling of great 
uneasiness all day. 


Will Stay in Frankfort. 

There is little prospect now that Governor 
Taylor will attempt to leave Frankfort for 
London, where preparations have been made 
for his reception. Such a move would in 
all probability precipitate a crisis, as there 
is a strong feeling among the Democrats 
that he should not be allowed to depart at 
this time. | = 

About the only chance for a clash would 
be in the taking of such a step. Governor 
Taylor is surrounded by a strong guard of 
his own militia and might be said to be prac- 
tically a prisoner in Frankfort, for should 
he attempt to leave the city his progress 
would almost certainly be staid. 

A guard of fifty men has been placed about 
the armory of the First Regiment in Louits- 
ville. This guard is for the purpose of 
ee its possible seizure by the Demo- 
crats. 

The Third Regiment, comprising seven 
companies, under Colonel Smith, who does 
not recognize Taylor, has received secret 
orders from the Democratic administration 
and is believed to be held in readinesss. Col- 
onel Smith is located in Bowling Green and 


Kentucky. 


Another Goebel Arrest. 

Louisville, Ky., March 12.—[ Special. ]— 
Another arrest for complicity in the Goebel 
assassination was made this afternoon at 
the Central Kentucky Asylum for the In- 
sane, at Lakeland, twelve miles east of 
Louisville, when W. L. Hazelipp of Barren 
County, steward of the asylum, was arrest- 
ed. He was als} brought to Louisville and 
placed in the County Jail, which now con- 
tains five of the prisoners. ; 

It is charged against Hazgelipp that some 
of the mountaineers were quartered there, 
and made trips to Frankfort every day, be- 
ing returned in the evening. Of the several 
men who were quartered there, it is said, one 
was the assassin, and that nearly all the 
suspected men had been detailed for the 
shooting, the one having the most favorable 
opportunity to do the work. The discovery 
of this plot Is said to have been due to the 
overhearing of a conversation between two 
of the men on their return to the asylum one 
night. 

“ I was within six feet of —— —— today, and 
could have killed him, but I was afraid, be- 
cause I would have been seen,’’ said one of 
the men, “ but I will get him tomorrow.,”’ 
sir,”’ sald the other, you had your 
chance today, and did not take it, so it’s my 
turn tomorrow.” 

Whittaker was one of the men who were 
quartered at the asylum, making daily trips 
to Frankfort. . 

Hazelipp denies all connection with the 
conspiracy. 


Story About Culton. 

A plece of circumstantial evidence against 
Culton ts the story of a prominent Louisville 
business-man who was in Frankfort on the 
day Goebel was shot on business with the 
State. He knew Culton by sight. He says 
Culton met Whittaker on the steps leading 
to the executive building, from which the 
fatal shot was fired, and taking hold of Whit- 


pered something in his ear for a minute or 
more. Then Whittaker went into thé Duild- 
ing, followed by Culton and the man who 
tells the story. Culton went to the Auditor's 
office, in which the Louisville man also had 
business. A few minutes later the shot rang 
out and Culton jumped to his feet and rushed 
to the door, followed by the Louisville man. 
The significance of this comes from the fact 
that Culton has said repeatedly that he did 
not know Whittaker and never saw him. 


Still Expected in London. 

London, Ky., March 12.—[Special.}—The 
arrival of Governor Taybor and the other Re- 
publican claimants to State office is still ex- 
pected here. Taylor’s mail began arriving 
here today and ts being held for him. It is 
the impression that they will come here as 
soon as the Legislature adjourns tomorrow. 


Consult Michigan Attorney. 

Lansing, Mich., March 12.—[(Spectal.]—Ex- 
Secretary of State Charjes Finley and ex- 
Superintendent of Public Instruction W. 
J. Davidson of Kentucky were here 
Saturday and had a conference with Deputy 
Attorney General Chase, after which they 
left for Chicago. Their movements were 
mysterious. They registered at no hotel, 
and made themselves known to no one but 
Chase. They brought a letter from Gov- 
ernor Taylor to Attorney General Oren, but 
the latter was not in the city, and so they 
closeted themselves with the deputy for an 
hour or more: Chase will simply state that 
their mission was of a legal nature, having a 
bearing on the Kentucky situation. 


CHANGES DEBT LIMIT IN IOWA. 


Senate Passes Measure Regulating Mu- 
nicipal Borrowing—News of 
the Legislature. 


Des Moines, Ia., March 12.—[Special.]—The 
Senate passed the substitute for Senator 
Lyons’ bill, which provides that county and 
municipal corporations shall not incur an 
indebtedness for any purpose for an amount 
in excess of 1% per cent of the actual value 
of the property within such corporation, as 
shown by the State and county tax lists last 
prepared before the incurring of the Indebt- 
edness. Under the old revenue law the 
limit was 5 per cent of the assessed value. 

Senator Hobart’s bill, making it a misde- 
meanor for any person to practice law who 
is not a member of the bar, wastabled. The 
Senate passed Carr’s bill for the improve- 
ment by the Park Commissioners of the Des 
Moines River banks within the corporate 
limits of Des Moines. The committee bill re- 
enacting the fish and game laws was de- 
feated. 

Representative Dows gave notice that to- 
morrow he would introduce a concurrent 
resolution for a joint convention of the 
House and Senate for the purpose of electing 
a State Printer and State Binder.

FLUODS DO MUCH DAMAGE, 


HUNDREDS OF FAMILIES HOMELESS 
NEAR HAVANA, ILL. 


Fox, Illinois, and Sangamon Rivers 
Overflow Their Banks and Destroy 
Stock and Preperty—Part of the 
City of Ottawa Under Water—Rail- 
road Tracks Sabmerged and Bridges 
Destroyed—Highest Water in Sev- 
enteen Years. 


Havana, lll., March 12.—{Special.J]—The 
Sangamon River is flooding the bottom lands 
along its course. Hundreds of families are 
homeless, and property has been washed 
away. Stock that was turned out perished, 
as nothing could swim in such a current. 
Many tenants have lost all their property. 

The Peoria and Northern Short Line is 
running its trains over the Chicago, Peoria 
and St. Louis track from Pekin to Spring- 
field, the bridge on the former road at Mack- 
inaw being carried away, with some of the 
roadbed. The Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis 
track is threatened at Mackinaw. At Peters- 
burg the water is up to the track. 

The Illinois River is rising, but so far no 
damage is reported along Sangamon bot- 
tom. 

The Herget levee broke last night. The es- 
cape of some of the families was miraculous, 
many being rescued attired only in night 
clothes, while others had teams ready to 
carry them to a place of safety. Higher 
water is looked for. . 


Part of Ottawa Under Water. 

Ottawa, Ill., March 12.—[Special.]—A great 
portion of this city is under water. Never 
before except in 1883 have the waters in the 
Fox and Illinois Rivers been so high as at the 
present time. Apprehension is felt that 
great damage will be done by theice. The 
water in the Illinois River is thirteen feet 
above the low water mark. People residing 
along the banks of both rivers were com- 
pelled to leave their homes, many being 
forced out during thenight. Many buildings 
have been wrecked and carried out into the 
channel of the river. 

So grave was the situation at noon today 
that Mayor Maloney issued an order closing 
the bridge and suspending traffic between 
Ottawa and South Ottawa. On the east and 
west sides of the town the situation was al- 
most as bad, but traffic was not suspended. 
The clay beds and car line of the Pioneer 
Fireproof Construction company were com- 
pletely covered with water, and the factory 
was compelled to suspend. The Ottawa Boat 
club house Was wreckéd, and Allen Park 
was under six feet of Water. 

A heavy ice gorge is formed in the Illinols 
River three miles above this city, and it is 
feared when it gives away great damage will 
be done. 


Kankakee Rises Rapidly. 

Lorenzo, Ill., March 12.—[Special.]—John 
Zipp’s family, who live on an island at the 
mouth of the Kankakee River, had a narrow 
escape from drowning today. An ice gorge 
above the island broke and the released 
waters quickly submerged the entire island. 
The family sought refuge on a large cake of 
ice and were carried down stream several 
miles before neighbors rescued them. The 
house and all the stock were destroyed. The 
_ water in the river was the highest today ever 
known here and much damage was caused. 


Track Washed Out Near La Salle. 

La Sale, Ill., March 12.—[{Special.]—The 
river has been rising rapidly all day, and at 
7 o'clock tonight the water is within a few 
inches of the high watér mark of 1892. The 
ice moved out during the day and banked 
up against the bridges. The tracks of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy are under 
water for a distance of three miles between 
La Salle and Deer Park, and trains have 
not been running on account of a long sec- 
tion of the track being washed away. All 
the bridges between here and Utica except 
the one at Jonesville are out. The Chicago 
and Northwestern bridge at Spring Valley 
is washed out. One family was taken from 
the second story of a hotel at Deer Park 
by means of boats, and many other families 
have been compelled to leave their homes. 

The La Salle water works pumpirg station 
will have to be abandoned should the water 
reach a much higher stage, the pumps hav- 
ing been working under water all day. 

At Peru the water is backing up into the 
sewers, and the basements of the stores on 
Water street are full. The ice is being 
blown out at the Peru bridge by dynamite. 


Situation Serious at Peoria. 

Peoria, Ill., March 12.—[ Special. ]}—The Illi- 
nois River is out of its banks tonight and is 
doing considerable damage along the valley. 
It is still rising, and no man can tell to what 
extent the damage will go. The stream has 
risen more than two feet in the last six 
hours. The floating ice formed a gorge, 
backing the water to such an extent that 
several families living along the river banks 
were in danger of their lives and some prop- 
erty was destroyed. 

Below this city conditions are worse. The 
, Kickapoo is out of its banks and the Farm- 
ington road crossing is impassable. At 
Chillicothe and Spring Valley, and Lacon, 
above Peoria, the bridges across the river 
are in imminent danger and traffic was not 
permitted today. 

There are vast quantities of ice in Peoria 
Lake, and if a strong wind should arise the 
damage to shipping at the wharfs along the 
river front would be serious. 


BURGLARS IN SUBPOSTOFFICE. 


Grand Crossing Station Entered, Let- 
ters Opened, and Small Amount 
of Money Taken. 


The subpostoffice at Grand Crossing was 
entered by burglars last evening. They ran- 
sacked the place, searched a number of let- 
ters, and stole $2 they found in a stamp 
drawer. It is not known whether any money 
was in any of the letters. The burglars were 
frightened away by William Johnson, who 
had gone to the postoffice to mal! a letter. 
One was a tall colored man and the other a 
short white man. They ran and he pursued 
them, but they boarded a south-bound 
freight train and escaped. The postoffice 
safe contained several hundred dollare in 


cash and stamps. | 


Penishment for a Guardian. 

St. Paul, Minn., March 12.—William F. Mock 
was today fined $250 and sentenced to six months 
in jail for contempt of court in permitting the 
Bowman , whose guardian he was, to 
leave the jurisdiction of the court while a con- 
test was pending over their custody. 


Political Rew Results in Shooting.

“It is highly improbable that the growth 
of the State should not have been foreseen 
ahd contemplated in this legislation. The 
subjection of the railroad company to the 
will of the Common Council deprived the 
company of nothing it before possessed, but 
limited the exercise of a right which had not 
yet become vested and was still subject to 
the police power. 

Question of Intention. 

“‘ The question is really one of the intention 
of the General Assembly in incorporating 
this provision into the charter of the com- 
pauy, and in view of the need of some con- 
trol of this kind and the condition of the 
country at the time the charter was adopted, 
we can have no doubt whatever that theas- 
sent of the Common Council was intended to 
be required as a permanent condition. Es- 
pecially is this so in view of the insistance 
‘of the railroad company that the power to 
appropriate these submerged iands is a 
continuing one. In such case the condition 
on which the power should be exercised— 
namely: the consent of the Common Coun- 
cil, should also be construed as continuous. 
In other words, the railroad company can- 
not assert the power and in the same breath 
epudiate the condition. 

In conclusion, we are of opinion that 
the decree of the Supreme Court of Illinois

LOCAL VIEWS OF DECISION. 


How Attorneys Understand the Ruling 
—Statements of City Officials—- 
Railroad’s Attitude. 


' Attorneys understand the principle estab- 
lished by the lake front decision yesterday 


_ to be that the submerged, shallow land along 


the shore of the lake is held by the State in 
trust for the people. The decision does not 
affect the right of the State Legislature to 
cede “ small parcels of land under the navi- 
gable waters ’’’ when such cession would not 
** impair the public interest in the lands and 
waters remaining.’ Under this phase of the 


» decision the Illinois Central railroad has re- 


course now to the General Assembly of II- 
linois, which, if it wishes, may cede the land 
in dispute at Twenty-seventh street formal- 
ly to the railroad. Counsel for the Illinois 
Central disclaimed any intention of appeal- 
ing to the Legislature, and announced that 
the road would abide by the decision of the 
Supreme Court. 

The decision, it is understood, does not 
seriously bear on the cases of the city 
against the ratiroad in the matter of filling 
in land between the river and Randolph 
street and between Park fow afd Sixteenth 
street. In these cases the contention of the 
railroad company is that ft has a wharfage 
right to fill in around the piers at the river 
and at Thirteenth street. At Twenty-sev- 
enth street the railroad did not claim to be 
filling in the land for wharfage purposes, but 


‘to make land on which to erect a round- 


house.”” The case involving the company’s 
rights to its piers at the riverand Thirteenth 
street is pending at Washington. According 
to the expectation of General Counsel Benja- 
min F. Ayer of the Illinois Central, it will 
be decided in favor of the company, and this 
probability was concéded yesterday by As- 


‘sistant Corporation Counsel Granville W. 
Browning. 


Importance of the Ruling. 
The decision is most important to the city, 
as, had the contention of the company been 
upheld, it would have been possible for it to 


-fill in the shallow water along its right of 


way from the fiver to Fifty-first sffeet.

AUSTRIA’S CAPITAL BALL- DUR- 
NG CARNIVAL SEASON.

HUBBARD, 
VIENNA, Feb. 9.—In Vienna the carnival 
season is a synonym for ball-giving. It is 
doubtful if in any other country in Europe, 
with the possible exception of Italy, so much 
dancing is done between Epiphany and Ash 
Wednesday as here in Austria. 

Vienna simply goes ball mad; every society 
that boasts enough members to form a quad- 
rille, every union, be it composed of artisans, 
tradespeople, or professionals; every asso- 
ciation, musical, literary, artistic, or na- 
tional; ¢very institution, public or private; 
every die, every collection of individuals 
brought together by similarity of tastes, 
business, or interests gives at least one ball 
during carnival time. a 

This year the season is esp favor- 
able for the dance lover, for, thanks to Lent 
beginning unusually late, there are fifty-two 
evenings—Sunday being considered especial- 
iy desirable here for terpsichorean amuse- 
ments—between Jan. 6 and Feb. 28, on which 
balle may be given. 

For no one of these evenings are announced 
less than twenty balls of an importance suf- 
ficient to win them mention in the papers, 
and frequently the list published contains 
double that number, It is safe to say that 
during the seven and one-half weeks of car- 
nival time 1,500 balls are given in Vienna 
slone, and if the entertainments in private 
houses or arranged by private persons be 
counted the number would extend into the 

First Comes a Court 

The season usually.is ushered in by a 
court ball, given the second or third day 
after Epiphany—this year on Jan. 9~and 
which is, of course, the swell event of the 
entire carnival period. Later a at court 
takes place, the difference between a court 
ball and -a ball at court being, in this in- 
stance, that the former is on a larger scale, 
not only the court and the nobility but also 
the diplomatic corps and many members of 
the aristocracy being included among the 
guests, while at the ball at court only the 
court and those in close connection with it, 
or especially favored by it, are present. 

Of the large balls to which mortals made

tance the industrial ball and the ball of 
Vienna are the two finest. To both of these 
functions the court lends the splendor of its 
presence—the only two so honored—and 
there the humble citizen, who can bring to- 
gether the price of a ticket and a dress coat, 
may gaze upon his Emperor and rub elbows 
with men mighty in the mightiness of much 
gold braid and many metal buttons. 


At the Industrial Ball. 
The Industrial ball took place last night 
in the large Musik Verein Saal. This concert 
hall is one of the most attractive audi- 
toriums in Vienna, lofty and spacious, with 
fiat ceiling decorated, as are the side walls, 
in dark, subdued colors, the balcony, which 
extends across one end and along both sides 
of the rectangular room, being supported by 
gilded termini, between which are the pri- 
vate boxes. The stage, backed by a pipe 
organ, occuples the extreme end of the hail. 
For the ball the place was elaborately 
decorated, the balcony being draped with 
dark red hangings held in place by shields 
placed equidistant from each other, and en- 
circled with wreaths of light pink flowers. 
Curtains, of the same rich red hung at the 
side entrances and between some of the 
boxes and along the edge of the ballroom 
floor stood long divans upholstered in the 
same color. | J 
The stage was completely transformed. 
The organ was hidden by an immense piece 
of gobelin tapestry, in front of which stood, 
surrounded by green palms and firs, a mar- 
ble bust of the Emperor, while from the top 
of the tapestry extended a wide baldachin 
of red velvet, flecked with gold. Palms and 
laurels were banked high on each side, flow- 
ers, plants, and electric lights being effec- 
tively placed among them. A white balus- 
trade, surmounted by plants in bloom, in- 
closed the front of the stage and formed 
the sides of the steps which led down on to 
the ballroom floor. Three large gilt chairs, 
upholstered in red, occupied the center of the 
platform, and arranged in semicircle around 
them were smaller chairs in gilt and white. 


Eduard Strauss There: 

At 8:30 the hall was filled. Eduard Strauss, 
who, despite his fifty-odd years, still ranks 
as ‘‘der schine Eddy,” was at the head of 
his orchestra, in the balcony at the end 
of the hall, opposite the stage, the boxes 
were filled with the wealth and aristocracy 
of Vienna, the buzz of social chatter and the 
rustle of expectancy were over all. 

Near the steps leading ‘to the stage were 
grouped a large number of men, all in even- 
ing dress, all weartng the whitest of white 
gloves, many carrying opera hats, and near- 
ly all decorated with the ribbon or insignia 
of some order. These were the lions of the 
hour, the envied of nearly every Austrian 
present—the men prominent in industrial 
circles, to whom the Emperor would speak 
during the evening. | 

At just 9 o’clock*the Emperor is punctu- 
ality personified—the word went through 
the room, ‘“‘ The court has arrived!” A few 
moments later a murmur and a few cries of 
‘“‘Hoch!”’ were heard at the rear of the 
room. “‘Eddy”’ gave the signal to his 
men and the national hymn was played with 
gusto. Dewn the center of the ballroom 
came some sixteen couples, the young wom- 
en ail in white, each carrying a stiffly ar- 
ranged bouquet of roses tied with stream- 
ers of white satin and with tulle mixed in 
among the flowers. 


Appearance of the Emperor. 

Reaching the steps that led en tothe stage 
they formed two lines, between which passed 
the procession. First came the Emperor, 
leading Archduchess Maria Josepha, the 
wife of the Emperor's nephew Otto, then 
the other members of the royal family, visit- 
ing and resident nobles, Ministers, and off- 
clals, and finally the wives of the industria] 
magnates, who were to be presented to Ma- 
ria Josepha, while their husbands talked with 
the Emperor. 

The Emperor and the Archduchess took 
position in the center of the stage, each 
couple that followed paused at the head of 
the steps, and the women made the low 
obeisance court etiquette requires, the men 
bowed in the military fashion proper in Eu- 
rope, and then both moved forward to the 
semi-cireles of chairs. Another bow and the 
women took place by the seats assigned and 
the men stood at the back of the stage and 
in any corner available. 

Some thirty-odd couples were in the pro- 
cession, and the sight, when all had reached 
the stage and the Archduchess had given 
the signal to be seated, was in truth one of 
great magnificence. Many of the men were 
in military attire, with all the orders, braid, 
and buttons they could muster: the women 
in ball toilettes of light colors, and, of course, 
of the most elegant materials, and decked 
with jewels enough to stock a treasure 
chamber.

| PASS NEW TRADING RULE 


BOARD OF TRADE MEN VOTE ON SEV- 
ERAL AMENDMENTS. 


Proposed Changes Affecting Member- 
ships Rejected, but Increase in Rate 

of Commission toe Non-Members 
Adopted—Penalty Attached for Cat- 
ting Prices—Decisive Vote in Both 
Cases—President Warren Talks of 
the Result. 


One of the most important ballots taken 
on the Board of Trade for several years 
brought out a total of 1,061-votes yesterday 
and resulted in the rejection of all the pro- 
posed amendments affecting memberships 
and in the adoption of a new commission 
rule, making the commission on grain orders 
to members of the board §6.25 on 5,000 
bushel lots. Heretofore they have becn 
$3.12, or, in special cases, even lower than 
this. The vote generally is construed as an 
‘‘indorsement of the administration "’ on the 
commission rule question, the directors hav- 
ing figured that raising the rates of com- 
mission would result in a largely increased 
membership at enhanced values, commis- 
sion rates to members being one-half those 
made to non-members. 

The negative as well as the affirmative 
votes were practically two to one. Mem- 
bers voted against the proposed amendment 
which made the initiation fee to new mem- 
bers $2,500 largely on the ground that special 
assessments might follow. This amend- 
ment provided for the retiring of member- 
ship at a fixed price of $1,500. By this 
process the board was to build up a fund 
which was expected in time to make mem- 
berships much more valuable than at 
present. 

The commission rule has been subject to 
no end of discussion, and a variety of views 
still are entertained. It was opposed strong- 
ly by the “ little fellows,’’ who figured that 
it removed all chances of competition with 
the big private wire houses. Some of the 
latter, tqgo, opposed the plan on the theory 
that, thfough any advance in commissions, 
business would be diverted to other markets 
and that some traders would cease to operate 
at a higher rate of commission. 


Rates Under the New Rule. 

The new rule provides for the following 
rates: 

“On all kinds of grain in 1,000 and 5,000 
bushel lots, or multiples thereof, one-eighth 
cent per bushel. 

“On flaxseed tn 1,000 and 5,000 bushel lots, 
or multiples thereof, one-fourth cent per 
bushel. 

‘On lard {n 530 and 250 tierce lots, or mul- 


j tiples thereof, four cents per tierce. 


** On mess pork in lots of 50 and 250 barrels, 
or multiples thereof, 24 cents per barrel. 

*On D. 8. short ribs and D. 8S. extra short 
clears in lots of 25,000 and 50,000 pounds, or 
multiples thereof, 12% cents per 1,000 
pounds.”’ 

Important clauses in the rule are as fol- 
lows: 

** It is hereby provided that in cases where 
property is bought or sold for immediate or 
future delivery for account of members of 
‘this association, or for firms one of whose 
general partners is a member, or for corpora- 
tions one of whose executive officers is a 
member, one-half of the foregoing minimum 
specified rates shall be charged and shall be 
the minimum rates in such cases. 

‘‘It is further provided that members who 
personally do their own buying and selling, 
but who clear their contracts through other 
members or firms doing business on the floor 
of the exchange, 25 cents per 1,000 bushels 
of grain, or multiples thereof,1 cent per pack- 
age on pork, $3 per lot of 250 tierces of lard, 
and 5 cents per 1,000 pounds on D. 8. short 
ribs and D. 8. extra short ‘clears, shall be 


-charged and shall be the minimum ratee of 


commission in such cases. But it is hereby 
expressly understood and declared that all 
such transactions shall be bona fide trades 
made for their own account only, and in no 
case, either directly or indirectly, on behalf 
of any other person, either wholly or in part. 

‘* Any member who, or whose firm, or cor- 
poration, shall be convicted by the Board of 
Directors of a violation of the provisions of 
this section, or of any evasion thereof by 
making rebates in prices, by rebating the 
government tax, by making any contract, or 
observing any contract already made, by 
furnishing a membership in this exchange, 
by giving any bonus, gift, donation, or other- 
wise, or by rendering any other service or 
concession whatsoever, shall be expelled 
from thisassociation. Free telegraphic com- 
munication, however, shall not be construed 
as a violation or evasion of this rule.” 


Futures Limited to Two Months. 

One of the other provisions, which was 
carried by a vote of 683 to 356, makes a sixty- 
day limit in futures. Heretofore it has been 
possible for a trader to purchase grain and 
to “carry” it six or eight months. Under 
the new order of things he will be required 
to ‘‘ turn it over’’ every two months, and a 
commission will necessarily attach to the 
transaction. This amendment goes ifto 
effect May 1 next. 

The opposition to the rule adopted claims 
its provisions cannot be enforced. 


President Warren Is Pleaesd. 

President Warren said of the ballot and 
its results: 

**T am sorry the membership rule did not 
pass, for I am convinced the results of its 
operation would he of great benefit to the 
board, but I did not consider it of equal im- 
portance with the commission rule and the 
amendment limiting the time for delivery 
cn future contracts.”’ 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Advancing rates and readjusting the valuetions 
on mercantile buildings will be considered by 
the Chicago Undervvriters’ association tumorrow 
afternoon. The big advance in building materials 
has made the underwriters’ estimates a year ago 
much less than present valuations. <A _ struc- 
ture that could be replaced for $40,000 twelve 
or fifteen months ago could not be built now 
for less than $60,000. A number of agents favor 
a flat advance, excepting in those classes that 
were raised some time ago.

{From President McKinley’s message to Congress. ] 

Since. the cession Porto Rico has been 
denied the principal markets she had long 
enjoyed, and our tariffs have been continued 
against her products as when she was under 
Spanish sovereignty. The markets of Spain 
are closed to her products except upon terms 
to which the commerce of all nations is sub- 
jected. The Island of Cuba, which used to 
buy her cattle and tobacco without customs 
duties, now imposes the same duties upon 
these products as from any other country 
entering her ports. She has, therefore, lost 
her free intercourse with Spain and Cuba, 
without any compensating benefits in this 
market. Her coffee was little known and 
not in use by our people, and, therefore, 
there was no demand here for this one of her 
chief products. The markets of the United 
States should be opened up to her products. 
Our plain duty is to abolish all customs 
tariffs between the United States and Porto 
Rico, and give her products free access to 
our markets. 4 
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“UNDER ONE FLAG.”

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Detroit is having an ex- 
perience that illustrates two 
things; first, that trusts 
raise prices, and, second, 
that the present high price 
of building materials pretty nearly every- 
where is artificial and due to combinations. 
Until March 1 there was a brick trust that 
included all the manufacturers in that part 
of Michigan. While the trust was in centrol 
of the market the price of brick was $6 a 
thousand, to which it had been raised on the 
plea that the increased cost of making brick 
had made it necessary. But no sooner had 
the trust passed out of existence than the 
price was cut 25 per cent. The lower price 
has increased the demand and led to more 
building in Detroit. The brickmakers do 
not expect a further reduction, the new price 
being just about sufficient to cover the cost 
and include a fair profit, while the old price 
added a bonus to pay trust profits. The in- 
cident shows clearly that the chief effect of 
the trust was to add 33% per cent tothe cost 
of bricks, and that the higher price was due 
entirely to the consolidation, although the 
officers of the trust denied it at the time.

REPEAL SOME OF THE WAR TAXES, 

There is in the Treasury 4 surplus of 
$140,000,000. This is exclusive of the $150,- 
000,000 it is proposed to set aside as a re- 
demption fund. That surplus represents 
partly tlie receipts from the sale of bonds 
in 1898S and partly the excess ai revenues 
over expenditures under the present tax- 
ing laws. That excess has been $40,000,- 
000 during the last eight and one-third 
months. ‘There would be no such excess 
but for the war taxes of 1898. The war and 
its expenses being oyer those taxes are 
producing a surplus which is the fecund 
parent of a hundred schemes of pluncer. 
It is a hotbed of corruption. 

A part of the surplus—not exceeding 
$88,000,000—will be di posed of by its pay- 
ment as a bonus to the holders of the 
greater portion of the government's bond- 
ed indebtedness to induce them to take~ 
2 per cent thirty-year bonds, which are 
commanding a preminm, This mode of 
reducing the surplus May mot turn out to 
be so popular in the country at large as 
its framers imagine it will. There are 
already sinister intimations that this re- 
funding measure, which seems to have 
great attractions for a few of the banks, 
may be made a party question. The pay- 
ment of bonuses to bondholders may not 
favorably strike the fancy of the people. 


The taxes being so as to produce 


a revenue in excess of expenditures, the 
Treasury surplus expands while the amount 
of money in circulation contracts. This 
withdrawal of money from circulation 
alarms the Treasury officials, who cap 
devise no better way of getting it back into 
circulation than depositing it in some of 
the banks. The moment that is done there 
is a ery of “favoritism.” Whether it is 
just or unjust it is not necessary to say. 
But it is certainly anomalous condi- 
tion of affairs when the revenues are so 
great that the government feels obliged 
to hand over millions of dollars, without 
chargiug interest, to certain banks, to be 
loaned out by them for interest to some 
of the same people from whom the money 
was originally taken in the form of unneces- 
sary taxes. | 

Thus the money needlessly paid by the 
people under a taxing law which was en- 
acted to meet a temporary emergency, now 
long past, is put at the disposal of cer- 
tain other people for them to make all 
they can out of it. They do so by loan- 
ing the money not so mich to commercial 
or industrial interests as to speculative 
enterprises, mostly in Wall street. 

So long as the surplus holds out, whether 
the money be in Treasury vaults or bank 
vaults, sturdy beggars will beset Con- 
gress and sometimes will capture it. They 
will demand canal subsidies, shipping sub- 
sidies, Pacific cable, and pneumatic tube 
subsidies. Not content how the gift of 


a lump sum, no matter how large, they 
will insist on being quartered on the Treas- 
ury for years to come, They demand sub- 
sidies running for twenty years and rental 
contracts running indefinitely. If they suc- 
ceed the government will be saddled with 
obligations which will have to be met in 
lean years as well as in fat years. When- 
éver another panic comes and the revenues 
shrink these continuing contracts in which 
it is sought to inmesh the government will 
plague it sorely. | | 

A surplus engenders governmental ex- 
travagance in every eres: Every de- 
partment doubles.its demands on the 
Treasury. River and harbor appropria- 
tions increase. ‘Unnecessary public build- 
ings are erected. There is greater liberali- 
ty as regards pensions. en begin to talk 
of a $64,000,000 appropriation for new 
ships. All the men in office at Washington 
assert that the government must be run 
on a “broad, generous scale.” Corre- 
spondents will soon begin sending dis- 
patches about “ cheese parings ” and telling 
the people that “false economy” is being 
practiced and that a billion and a half 
Congress is not spending enough of the 
people’s money. | 

It was promised when the war taxes 
were imposed that all of them should be 
temporary. Yet alf are being collected 
now. Some of them, especially those which 
are the most onerous and vexatious, should 
be repealed now. Whenever a man puts 
a stamp on 4 telegram he is irritated, for 
that stamp reminds him that the war which 
occasioned it ended over a year and a half 
ago. The stamp taxes on bank checks, 
telegrams, bills of lading of railroads and 
express companies, insurance policies, 
leases, etc., are annoying and unnecessary 
and should be repealed. They remain in 
force solely to create a surplus to be de- 
youred by subsidy sharks. The framers 
of the “war revenue” law cannot have 
imagined that a demand,would be made 
two years later that $9,000,000 of its pro- 
ceeds should go annually to subsidize the 
shipping marine and $2,522,000 go annually 
to a pneumatic tube concern—which is a 
job on its face. | | 

The time has come to relieve the people 
of a part of the burden of taxation they 
are carrying. The administration which 
extends that relief will be popular. The 
one which fails to do so will hear from 
the people sooner or later. The present 
fiscal system of the government violates 
all the recognized principles of political 
economy and business common sense. No- 
where else does a government impose taxes 
in excess of its needs and create a demor- 
alizing surplus. The science of taxation 
is fairly well understood in England. No 
administration, Liberal or Conservative, 
would stay in power a week were it to 
introduce or to maintain, if in force, a 
system of taxation which collected from 
the taxpayers more money than was need- 
ed and then deposited that money in banks 
to be loAned out to the persons who had 
just paid it to the government. | 

An army of lobbyists is devising ways 
and means to eat up the surplus. The 
administration, instead of occasionally giv- 
ing aid and comfort to that army, should 
do what it can to keep down the surplus 
by urging the repeal of unnecessary taxes. 
Then it will deserve and get public grati- 
tude. A needless tax is

MR. ELLSWORTH RESIGNS. |

“I had hoped to see the Lake Front Park 
and driveway connecting Jackson Park and 
the North Side system accomplished, which 
desire, coupled with the fact that I was 
urged by many not to go out of the board, 
constituted my only reason for not sub- 
mittting my resignation more than a year

“When last elected I was a candidate 
only because of the urgent request of many 
citizens, including some of the Judges of 
the Circuit Court. 

“TI have always felt and still feel the 
deepest interest in the park system and a 
desire to do all in my power for the adorn- 
ment of the great city by the lake, of which 
I am still a citizen and taxpayer. 

“ My contribution to the improvement of 
the parks and boulevards, as in times past, 
will continue to be most cheerfully given. 

“Fully appreciating the confidence that 
has been reposed in and the honor conferred 
upon me by the Judges of the Circuit Court, 
I leave the place which I have filled to the 
best of my ability with abiding confidence 
that in the future, as in the past, Chicago 
will, in whatever she undertakes, be first 
among the great.” | | |

THE NEWARK TENEMENT FIRE. 

_ Fifteen or more persons, chiefly children, 
were burned to death yesterday morning in 
a Newark tenement fire'trap. The build- 
ing was formerly a church. but had been 
transformed into a tenement-house similar 
to the one in “ Mulberry Bend,” New York 
City, which was pictured and described by 
Jacob A. Riis in last Sunday's Trisune. 
Why the authorities of the New Jersey 
town permitted the existence of such a 
“den of death” is a question for them 
to answer. The matter that should more 
closely concern Chicago is the query as 
to whether there are similar dangerous 
structures in this city. A fire like that 
at Newark may well be a cause for thought 
and self-searching on the part of the build- 
ing inspectors of Chicago. _ 
_ While this city has had no tenement- 
house fire as disastrous as the one in 
Newark, there is no certainty that we may 
not have one. There have been several 
narrow escapes in the case of fires in 
ramshackle buildings that were unsafe from 
the beginning and that had never been 
adequately attended: to by the inspectors. 
Without due vigilance we may wake up 
any morning to find that a catastrophe 
as bad as that just recorded or worse has 
happened here. As Mr. Riis says, the 
tenement-house is the offspring of municipal 
neglect and not of necessity, As a city 
grows and demands new localities for com- 
merce and manufacture, the store and 
workshop encroach upon the dwelling- 
house: At the same time the desire. of 
the workmen to be near the center of ac- 
tivity tends to crowd more and more fami- 
lies into the available quarters. The temp- 
tation at once arises to build cheap, in- 
secure, insanitary, and overcrowded tene- 
ment-houses or to reyamp old buildings into 
the sort of human kennel that burned yes- 
terday in Newark. It is the place of the 
authorities of every growing city to see 
that such firetraps are not erected or that 
they are at least rendered reasonably safe 
by all known precautions and appliances. 

The best time to abolish the tenement- 
house evil is before it has come into exis- 
tence. Chicago need never have slums 
like New York’s Fiye Points or Mulberry 
Bend, nor need it have any such sickening 
sacrifice of life as attended the Newark 
tenement fire, if the building inspectors 
attend to their duties as they should. 


FIRST STEP IN MAIL REFORM. 

There is a growing doubt in the public 
mind as to the expediency of passing the 
Loud bill for the reform of second class 
mail rates. This is not because it is not 
a step in the right direction, but because it 
is not the first step that should be taken. 
So long as there is a convictiion that the 
railroads are not carrying all classes of 
mail at reasonable rates’it will be little 
more than a waste of time to tinker at the 
smaller evil. The greater includes the 
less. If the enormous sums now paid to the 
railroads can be materially reduced there 
may no longer be any need of changing the 
second class mail rates. | 

There seems to be little doubt that the 
railroads have long ceased to carry the 
mails at reasonable rates. The enormous 
reductions that have taken place in passen- 
d freight rates since 1878 have not 
been applied to the mails. While the im- 


a reduction of 35 per cent on freight and 
1714 per cent on passenger rates, the gov- 
ernment has had no reduction whatever on 
the rates charged for carrying the mails. 
While every large private shipper is get- 
ting commutation rates, the government,’ 
which is the largest and most regular ship- 
per, is paying on the basis of the railway 
conditions of a quarter of a century ago. 
The average mail haul is 813 miles. 
Where a passenger and his baggage are 
hauled over this distance the commutation 
charge is 2.07 cents a mile. Where 200 
pounds of first class freight are hauled over 
this length of track the shipper gets a com- 
mutation rate of 1.37 cents'a mile. For 
200 pounds of mail the rate paid is $94.77 
a mile. If the passengers carried in 1898 
had been charged on the basis of the mail

The $35,582,439 paid to the railroads for 
the transportation of mails in 1898 was at 
least double what any private corporation 
would have paid for the same service. 

It seems clear that this is the vital nt 
upon which the efforts|at reform should be 
concentrated. While the second class mail 
matter is a burden at this moment, probably 
it would not be so if all the mail matter were 
carried at rates corresponding with thos 
which the railroads give to express com- 
panies and to all large private shippers. 
If the railway charges on mail matter were 
reduced 25 per cent there would be (no 
deficit in the postal revenues; In 1898 this 
would have saved the postal department 
$8,895,609, and the department would have 
finished the year with a surplus of ne 
833 instead of an actual deficit of $6,610,- 
776. This is the kernelofthe matter. | 

Every attempt to obthin any trustworthy 
information on this subject from the Post- 


office department is a failure. The depart-. 


ment shuts up like a|clam whenever ap- 
proached on this matter. This is not to be 
wondered at, since the railway mail service 
is under the management of the Second 
Assistant Postmaster | General, who was 
one of the special counsel for the Penny!- 
vania railroad, and was appointed because 
of that fact. He cannot be expected to give 
any information adverse to the interests of 
the railroads.

ORE than 2,000 men and women have 
already made application for ap- 
pointment as census enumerators in 
Cook County. There are, altogeth- 
er, 1,197 places to be filled. The 
appointments will be made and the lists 
sent to Washington for approval by April 
1. Active work will begin on June 1 and 
will last, in the majority of cases, for two 
weeks only. The pay of the enumerators is 
expected to average at least $38 per day. 
Each applicant for appointment is required 
to fill out a written application, giving what 
it practically a brief history of his life. 
When this application is filed he is givena 
blank schedule which he is ‘required to fill 
out and submit, getting the necessary infor- 
mation from a printed narrative giving the 
facts about a number of people living in

of each of the Congressional districts 
in the county. This list of names has 
already been made out and forwarded to 
Washington for approval. In May thirty- 
five men will be appointed, one to take charge 
of each ward in the city. It will be the duty 
of these ward supervisors to go over each 
of the schedules made out during the pre- 
ceding day by the enumerators in his dis- 
trict for the purpose of seeing that they are 
intelligently made out and cover the de- 
sired facts. | 

In many wars the present census will bea 
relief to sensitive people who still remem- 
ber some of the questions asked them in 
1890. The census of that year required that 
the enumerator ask, among other things, 
whether there were any idiots, deformed or 
crippled persons in each family. The un- 
fortunate householder was compelled to 
drag the family skeleton out of the closet 
and exhibit it to the government agent. 
Prosecution and a fine was the penalty for 
refusal. This year the questions are much 
simpler and less objectionable. Where in 
1890 the unhappy enumerator was loaded 
down with from ten to thirteen huge blank 
schedules, which he was required to fill out 
for each family, he will have in no case more 
than four schedules on which information 
is required fer the present census. 

The first and most important of these 
schedules is that referring to population. 
It is with this schedule that the ordinary 
enumerators will have most to do. The 
enumerator is required to record on these 
blanks the street number of each house vis- 
ited and its number in the order of visita- 
tion, together with the number of each fam- 
ily in the order of visitation. In this way the 
average number df families to a house will 
be obtained. In the next column will be 
written the full name of each member of 
each family visited. Under the head of 
‘“‘Relation’’ is set down the relationship 
existing between the different members of 
each family, as, for instance, ‘‘ head, wife, 
daughter, etc.”” In the line of personal de- 
scription each person is required to give his 
or her color, sex, and age, to state whether 
or not he is married; if'a wife, to tell of how 
many children she is the mother of and how 
many of such children are living. In the 
** Nativity ’’ column is to be set down the 
State, Territory, or foreign country in which 
each member of the family was born, to- 
gether with a similar statement as to the 
father and mother of each person. If the 
column headed Naturalization’ after a 
person’s name is left blank it indicates that 
he is a native of the United States. In the 
case of people of foreign birth the date of 
arrival in this country, the number of years 
spent here, and the date of naturalization 
are‘to be given. The occupation, trade, or 
profession of each person over 10 years of 
age is required. In the matter of educa- 
tion the enumerators are expected to enter 
the number of months spent by each person 
of school age at school during the preceding 
year and the facts as to the ability of each 
person to read and write and to speak Eng- 
lish. In conclusion, each householder will 
be asked whether he owns or rents his home, 
and, if the former, whether or not it is mort- 


These are all the points covered by the 
population schedule, and it will be seen that 
there is little if anything objectionable 
about it.

It is provided by the law that in the case 
of the absence of the head the information 
may be obtained from any other adult mem- 
ber of or representative of the family. Re- 
fusal to give the information to the enumera- 
tors may be punished by a fine of $100. If 
the enumerator makes a f 
return he may be fined not to exceed $5,000 
and be imprisoned not to exceed two years. 

In certain sections of the city the enu-

The definition of a farm in the sense used 
by the censtis authorities is any plat of 
ground on which natural products are 
raised for gain.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOT’S LEPTER, 


[Copyright, 1900, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. ) 

Although nothing positive is known about 
the matter, é¢ven in court circles at Vienna, 
yet the issue of an official announcement to 
the effect that Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
has received from the Emperor leave of 
absence for a number of months, and that 
he is about to start on a foreign tour which 
may last even more than a year, seems to 
indicate that he has after all 
Countess Sophie Chotek and renounced his 
rights of succession as next heir to the 
crowns of Austria and Hungary. 

For several years, indeed, ever since the 
recovery from the illness by which he was 
prostrated after his return home from the 
United States, he has been acting as a species 
of Vice Emperor. He was intrusted by his 
uncle with the task of fulfilling/all the more 
ornamental duties of the sovereign. Cabinet 
Ministers, ag well as the great dignitaries 
of state, were directed to report to him as 
well as to the Emperor, and, most important 
of all, he was appointed second in command 
of the entire military forces of the dual 
empire, of which Francis Joseph himself is 
Generalissimp. In fact, he hag been filling 
a role scarcely less important than that of 
the Emperor himself, his Majesty having 
wished that it should be so ih order that 
Francis Ferdinand might in this way pre- 
pare himself; for his eventual rdle as mon- 
arch and be} able in the event of his, the 
Emperor's, sudden death to carry on the 
administration of the government without 
any disturbance or eherseption of con- 
tinuity. 

That the Archduke should suddenly aban- 
don all these duties and obligations, thus 
entailing double and treble work upon the 
septuagenarian Kalser, certainly lends color 
to the story that he has waived his rights 
of succession to the throne in order to con- 
tract a morganatic alliance with the former 
governess of the children of Archduke and 
Archduchess | Frederick. In spite of all that 
is said to the contrary this mafriage would 
constitute a) bar to his succession. For 
while there|is no legal or constitutional 
obstacle to an Emperor of Austria being 
morganatically married, yet the fact that 
the morganatic marriage system is not 
recognized by Hungarian law would have 
the effect of rendering the Countess, who 
is merely &@ morganatic consort In Austria, a 
full fledged wife in Hungary, and as such 
entitled to are the crown and throne of 
St. Stephen and to style herself Queen of 
the Magyars. This would obviously be an 
impossible sftuation and furnish a pretext 
for all sorts.of dynastic difficulties, since 
her issue would have rights of succession 
to the throne of Hungary but be debarred 
by reason of the morganatic marriage sys- 
tem in Austria from succeeding|to the crown 
of that country. 

Under the ¢ircumstances, of course, Arch- 
duke. Francis Ferdinand had no alternative 
but to resign his rights to the throne, if he 
wished to marry the Countess, and his im- 
pending departure from Austria as well as 
the fact that he has been relieved from all 
his duties and obligations as the Emperor's 
chief deputy, leads to the conviction that 
he has preferred a heart to a throne, and 
that he has! sacrificed not one crown, but 
two, in order to marry the woman of his 
choice. This being the case, one may like- 
wise now attach credence to the stories that 
his example in stepping aside m the suc- 
cession to the throne has been followed by 
his younger /brother Otto, the most unpop- 
ular of all the members of the house of 
Hapsburg, and that when the Emperor dies 
he will be succeeded by Otto's eldest son, 
young Archduke Charles Francis, now in 
the 14th year of his age, who Is being brought 
up under the direction and influence, not of 
his father but of his granduncle, the Em- 
peror, with ia view to fitting him for the 
duties of moharch of Austro-Hungary.

Henow 
declares that as she is marrying against his 
wishes, and in defiance of his commands. he 
will have nothing more to do with her, will 
give her neither the capital nor the interest 
of the dowry to which she was entitled on 
her marriage with Crown Prince Rudolph, 
and even talks of withdrawing from her the 
right to use the predicate of ‘‘ Royal High- 
ness.” This is, however, his pow- 
ers, for it is hers by birth, and not by any 
gift or favor of her father’s. She has re- 
nounced her title of Austrian Crown Princess 
and Archduchess, as well a$ her predicate 
of “ Imperial Highness,”’ in/return for the 
grant of the $50,000 annuity which Francis 
Joseph is making to her. Until now her 
{neome as Austrian Crown Princess amount- 
ed to $250,000 per annum, in addition to 
which she had the free use jof several fur- 
nished imperial residences, 1 imperial car- 
riages, servants, stables, and even kitchens. 
She has lived up to every cent of her income, 
and is therefore utterly without fortune. 
As she has always been celebrated for her 
extravagance it is difficult to see how she 
will be able to make both ends meet as the 


wife of Count Lonjay. 


The Duchess of Talleyrand-Perigord, better 
known by her former name of Princess of 
Sagan, has blossomed forth) as the pioneer 
of a new industry, at any! rate as far as 
Duchesses are concerned. |For, with the 
ébject of deriving some pecuniary profit 
from the forthcoming International exhi- 
bition in Paris, she has arranged to convert 
her magnificent town mansion, or, rather, 
palace in the Rue Saint Dominique Into a 
species of first-class boarding-house, This 
fact was brought to light during the course 
of some legal proceedings yi against 
her by a house agent who had undertaken. 
to lease her furnished house for her, but 
upon whom she went back at the last mo- 
ment. owing to her determination tp keep 
the mansion in her own hands andirun it 
throughout the exhibition as a boarding- 
house. It was incidentally revealed (uring 
the case, tod, that the Duchess had done 
the self-same thing during) the last) Paris 
exhibition, and that the boarders had had 
nothing to complain of, the table; being 
royally served every day. | 

The Duchess Is, as are so many of her rank, 
not to the manner born. Shéis the daughter 
of old Selflliere, the army contractor, who, 
after being criminally indicted for frauds 
perpetrated at the expense of the War de- 
partment and of the unfortunate French 
soldiers during the war of 1870, blew his 
brains out on the day that he was tq make 
his first appearance in court.

She is always being shed by 
somebody, either by her cboks and |maids 
for unpaid wages, by her tradesmen for un- 
paid bills, by brokers of one kind and an- 
other of whom she has attempted to get the 
better, and last, but not least, by members 
of her family, including her brothefs, her 
brother-in-law, her cousins, and even her 


sons.

really extraordinary singer, He gave his 
numerous difficult numbers last evening 
with the greatest effectiveness and general 
polish, and scored a most spontaneous and 
enthusiastic success. 

He was most ably supported by Mlle. 
Clément, the possessor Of a voice of much 
beauty and power, and of a remarkably 
As already has been 
stated these two singers rose to a tremend- 
ous climax at the close of the first act and 
were rewarded by the most enthusiastle 
plaudits of their listeners. This was, how- 
ever, but one of a chain of brilliant achieve- 
ments and, throughout the evening they 
aroused the deepest admiration. M. Gauthier 
and Mile. Clément alone would almost in- 
sure the company's success; but when to
